Any one may venture upon taking an 


objective apart and cleaning it, prbviil- j 
ed he will only do it carefully. 


In tho first placo "do not use either 


fine chamuis skiij, tiesuo paper or an old 
silk handkerchief, or any other soch 
mr.t':rial as is usually .jdvised." Use 
cbotsc-clotb. It is not tlrti wiping mate- 
rial, though, that is apt; to do tho mis- 
chief, but thq fine dust particles, which 
may bo silicious and become attached to 
the glass. This is the way to begin on 
the objective: 


Take a wooden 'bowl, cleaned with 


Eoap and water, then half lill it with 
clean water of about tho ?nme leinpera- 
tnro as the glass and put in n tonspoou- 
ful of ammonia in half a pail of water. 
First wash a piece of clieejicloth thor- 
oughly -with soap and wiiter and rinso 
and clean. Then placo it in tbo bowl or 
pail, so that tho lens won't slip. Never 
nso the samu pieco of cheesecloth twice. 


Mr. Braahenr says thnt when the lens 


has been dusted nnd placed in tho water ; 
ho prefers to rub it with tho palms of 
bis cleaned hands, although cheesecloth 
is good. There seeing to bo absolutely 
no danger of scratching it when plenty 
of water is used. 
When thoroughly 


washed, tako tho glass out, lay it on a 
bundle of cheesecloth, and use several 
pieces of the same, which have "been 
previously washed clean and dried, and 
dry it. Don't let it drain dry. Take up 
all the moisture with the cloth. Vigor- 
ous rubbing will do no harm if the sur- 
faces have no abrading material. 


Au objective can be cleaned without 


taking it out of its cell. First dust off 
the particles, then use tho cheesecloth 
with soap and water. 
Go over the sur- 


face gently with one pieco of cloth and 
throw it away and tako another, then 
a third one. 
When the glass is clean, 


take a piece of dry cloth and dry it. 


Of course photographic lenses can be 


cleaned in tho same way. 


HOTT to Make Shoo Dressing at Home. 
A soft dressing that is lesa injuri- 


ous than tho majority of polishes found 
in tho market is ruado by mixing to a 
smooth paste vaseline or cosmolino and 
laiupblack. Apply a very little with a 
fiuzmel cloth and rub in thoroughly. 
The oil fills up the pores and renders 
the leather almosi; waterproof after us- 
ing it several times. This dressing does 
no: impart a high gloss to the leather, 
but merely softens and colors it. "Where 
a polish is desired the liquid dressings 
are preferable. 


HOTT to Stnff lobster Tails. 


Cut in three-sisteenths of an inch 


squares n pound of lobster ineac cooked 
in court bouillon. To prepare tho court 
"bouillon mince up 2 ounces of onions, 2 
ounces of celery root, 2 ounces of car- 
rots and put them into a saucepan with 
n branch of parsley, thyme and bay leaf; 
also a pint of water, some salt and a 
pint of white wine. Let boil for ten 
minutes. Add to these half the same 
quantity of cooked mushrooms, cue up 
the same size. Fry colorless in butter 2 
tablespoonfuls of onions. Add 2 ounces 
of flour aud fry without 
browning. 


Dilute with a pint of milk ami cook 
,agaiu for a few minutes. Then add the 
lobster, mushrooms. Mis well. Boil up 
once, remove and cool off. Fill the half 
tail shells, well cleaned and dried, with 
this preparation. Dredge over bread 
crumbs, besprinkle with bntter and 
brown them in a hot oven.

dered Italian orris root. 
Cut a yard of 


thin cheesecloth into bags about four 
inches sqvare, sowing them on iho ma- 
chine ai-'.i taking care not to leave any 
Tintied threads where a break may let 
the contents ooze out. Mix the soap, 
oatmeal and orris root thoroughly and 
fill the bags loosely. 
Sew up the open- 


ing in each and lay them away to bo 
used as required. They are used as a 
sponge dipped in warm water, making 
a thick velvet lather and wonderfully 
softening tho skin while the orris im- 
parts a lasting fragrance. 


How to Cure Mosquito Bites. 


. Apply spirits of hartshorn diluted 
•with rwice as much water or sal vola- 
tile or cologne. 
If the part is left pu?- 


fy and swelled after tho tingling has 
abated, rub it with soap liniment. A 
piece of raw onion is also most effica- 
cious for bites and stings. 
Tho follow- 


ing is a cure and a deterrent: A paste 
made of the plant Pyrethrnm rosocnm, 
mixed with" spirits, diluted with twice 
as ranch water as spirits. This applied 
will cure the bite and prevent others, 
as the odor will keep away the mosquito.

The Laurcsclna arrived at this port yes- 


terday ufcornoou from St. Jago, and her 
offlcoi's denounced the shooting aa murder. 
They stated that the seaman was John 
Lowe, agod 35, a resident of Laeda, who 
hud shipped at Cardiff. On tho night oE 
March 18, the crew went ashore for n 
stroll and walked up from whero the ves- 
sel was lying to tha town of St. Jago, a 
short distance avruy. 
The 
boatswain, 


Lowe and another seaman wero oC tha 
party, and, after a walk about tho town, 
started to return to tho ship. 


iLaueuttKe vVne Unintelligible. 


When nearly there, Lowe determined to 


return to tho town, aad started back ID 
company with u Cuban nogro. En route 
they had to pass a Cuban fort garrisoned 
by Spanish croops. Suddenly a sentinel 
sprang out of the darkness as they neared 
the (ovb, and iu Spanish commanded them 
to halt. 


Lowe did not understand tho command 


and started to hurry away. Tho next in- 
stant tho sontluel raised his musket and 
fired. 
Lo\vo dropped to his knees and 


rolled over a corpse. The negro then 
started to run, when he, too, was sliot and 
mortally wounded. 


Tho doad man and the -wounded negro 


were carried inside tho fort. At daybreak 
Captain Gavin of tho Laurestina went to 
tho fort and demanded tho body of the 
man.

A practical photographer once 


flaid that if a finger mark should come 
upon a lenn -which he valued very high- 
ly ho would immediately return it to its 
European manufacturers. Ho would not 
flaro to touch it himself. 


Any one may venture upon taking an 


objective apart and cleaning it, provid- 
ed he will only do it carefully. 


In the first placo "do not use either 


fine chamois skin, tissue paper or an old 
Bilk handkerchief, or any othor such 
material as ia usually Advised. " Use 
cheesecloth. It is not thi wiping mate- 
rial, though, that is apt to do the mis- 
chiof, bnt tho fine dust particles, which 
maybe silicioua and become attached to 
tho glass. This ia the way to begin on 
the objective: 


Tako a wooden bowl, cleaned with 


sonp and water, then half fill it with 
clean water of about tho samo tempera- 
turo as the glass and put in a teaspoon- 
ful of ammonia in half a pail of water. 
First wash a piece of cheesocloth thor- 
oughly with soap and water and rinsa 
and clean. Then place it in the bowl or 
pail, so that tho lens won't slip. Never 
use tho samo piece of cheesecloth twice. 


Mr. Brashoar says that whan the leus 


has been dusted and placed in tho water 
ha prefers to rub ifc with tho palms of 
his cleaned hands, although cheesecloth 
ia good. There seems to bo absolutely 
no danger of scratching it when plenty 
of water is vised. When thoroughly 
washed, take tho glass out, lay it 'on a 
bundle of cheesecloth, and use- sevornl 
pieces of tho same, which havo baen 
previously washed clean and dried, and 
dry it. Don't let it drain dry. Take np 
all the moisture with the cloth. Vigor- 
ous rubbing will do no harm if the snr- 
faoes have no abrading material. 


An objective can be cleaned without 


taking it out of its cell. First dust off 
the particles, then use tho cheesecloth 
with soap end water. Go over the sur- 
face gently with ona piece of cloth and 
throw it away and take another, then 
a third one. 
When tho glass is clean, 


take a piece of dry cloth and dry it. 


Of course photographic lenses can be 


cleaned in tho sama way. 


How to Make Shoe Dressing; at Home. 
A soft dressing that is less injuri- 


ous than the majority of polishes found 
in the market is made by mixing to a 
smooth pasta vaseline or cosmolino and 
lampblack. 
Apply a very little with a 


flannel cloth and rub in thoroughly. 
The oil fills up the pores and renders 
the leather almost waterproof after us- 
ing it several times. This dressing does 
not impart a high gloss ta the leather, 
but merely softens and colors it. Whore 
a polish is desired the liquid dressings 
are preferable. 


HOTV to Stuff Lobster Tails. 


. Cut in three-sixteenths of an inch 
squares a pound of lobster moat cooked 
in court bouillon. To prepare the court 
bouillon minoe np 2 ounces of onions, 2 
ounces of celery root, 2 ounces of car- 
rots and put them into a saucepan with 
n branch of parsley, thyme and bay leaf; 
also o, pint of water, some salt and a 
pint of white wine. 
Lot boil for tan 


minutes. Add to these half the jarue 
quantity of cooked mushrooms, cut up 
tho same size. Fry colorless in butter 2 
tablespoonfnls of onions. Add 2 ounces 
of flour and fry without 
browning. 


Dilute with a pint of milk aud cook 
again for a few minates. Then add tho 
lobster, mushrooms. Mix well. Boil up 
onbe, remove and cool off. Fill the half 
tail shells, wall cleaned and dried, with 
this preparation. 
Dredge over bread 


crumbs, besprinkle with butter and 
brown them in a hot oven. 


How to Uso JLomons on tho Hair. 


A lemon out in half, or, better still, 


in quarters, so that the pulp can easily 
be applied to the roots of tho hair, will 
stop any ordinary case of falling out. 
It is an ngreeable remedy. Besides "bo- 
ing cool and pleasant to the skin, the 
scent, unlika that laft by tho petroleum 
euro, is distinctly refreshing, and it also 
has the merit of cheapness. 


How to Mnke Oatmeal Bags. 


Taka 5 pounds of oatmeal, ground 


fine, a half pound of castile soap, re- 
duced to powder, and a pound of pow- 
dered-Italian orris root. 
Cut a yard of 


thin cheesecloth into bags about^fonr 
inches square, sowing them on the ma- 
chine and taking care not to leave any 
untied threads where a break may let 
tho contents ociie out. 
Mix tho soap, 


oatmual. aucl oi'.-ia root thoroughly and 
fill the bags loosely. Sow up the open- 
ing ID each and lay them away to be 
used as required. 
They are used as a 


sponge dipped in warm water, making 
a thick velvet lather and wonderfully 
softening the skin while the orris im- 
parts a lasting fragrance. 


How to Cure Mosquito jBites. 


Apply spirits of hartshorn diluted 


with twice as much water or sal vola- 
tile or cologne. 
If the part is left puf- 


fy and swelled after the tingling has 
abated, rub it with soap liniment. 
A 


piece of raw onion is also most effica- 
cious for bites and stings. 
Tha follow- 


ing is a cure and n deterrent: A pasta 
made of the plant Pyrethrum rosoonm 
mixed with spirits,-diluted with twice 
as much wat.er as spirits. This applied 
will euro the bite and prevent others, 
as the odor will keap away tho mosquito.
